Rudolf Hess, ‘Virulent 
Hater of Jews; Led 
Nazis in Many Excesses 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


LONDON—Rudolf Hess, Hit- 
ler’s deputy in the Nazi Party and 
sponsor of most of Germany’s an- 
ti-Jewish laws, who fled to Scot- 
land in a German fighter plane, 
was one of the most extreme anti- 
Semites among the Nazis. He had 
preached a violent anti-Jewish pol- 
icy long before Hitler came to 
power, As the Fuehrer’s deputy he 
sponsored Germany’s major anti- 
Jewish legislation of the past 
eight years. Among the many anti- 
Semitic decrees he signed were or- 
ders forbidding party members 
from dealing with Jews, barring 
Nazis from accepting money from 
Jews for party collections and 
warning them to avoid even pri- 
vate dealings with Jews, 

‘Tt was Hess who went to Italy 
on the mission of spreading anti- 
Semitism to the Fascist leaders in 
Rome.

Speakson Mr. Coughlin 








OUGHLIN’S so-called “Social Justice” wants to 

know whom I meant in a recent column in 
which I spoke of “Mr. Coughlin.” Of course, 
“Social Justice’ knows very well I meant none 
other than the one who is known as Father 
Coughlin. 

I should like to call him Father Coughlin were 
it not that the term “father” as applied to priests 
has had the gentlest connotation to my heart 
and mind. I esteem the friendship of a number 
of priests whom I address as “Father” with such 
reverence as one gives priestly men who in all 
things exemplify the kindliest fatherhood. 

Yes, to me they seem like men who have just 
come from the Mount on which the Sermon was 
given; they look like people dipped in the Mount’s 
bright dawn. 

One of them, Father R., is dead, but I can still 
speak of him in the present; for his gentleness 
is a light that hasn’t died in the hearts of those 
who knew him. He could believe no ill of other 
men and in his presence the tongue of falsehood 
or of slander or revilement withered. 

Through his glasses, which were always close 
down to the tip of his nose, his soft, fatherly 
eyes looked so charitably at all the children, and 
the sinner was his child as much as the saint. I 
have always thought of him as a true priest of 
the One who gave the beatitudes. 

There there is Father S. The title of “Father” 
fits him beautifully because he adorns it with a 
concept of brotherhood. His fatherhood is not 
merely a function that embraces the circle of his 
church; it has to do with a relationship to man- 
kind in which all men are brothers. 

Once in awhile Father S. drops in at the office 
of the daily paper for which I work. Modestly 
he calls attention to something he has written in 
his weekly bulletin. It has to do with brother- 
hood. He thinks perhaps the newspaper might 
care to reprint it and give it wider circulation. 
Things are so terrible in the world and one can’t 
say too much about kindness, understanding and 
compassion these days, he says. 

The newspaper is always glad to have some- 
thing about brotherhood from Father S. It’s like 
putting a bit of light in the paper; it is so dark, 
what with the black headlines full of the black- 
ness of the world. 

These are the kind of men I have called “Fa- 
ther.” I am sorry not to be able to count Charles 
Coughlin among them. He seems so far from 
the gentle fathers I have known. He has spoken 
falsehoods and spread them as poison to the 
hearts of men. He has increased hate in a world 
that perishes for lack of loving-kindness and 
mercy to sustain it. From his tongue have fallen 
words borrowed from the Nazi master of lies. 
The words in his mouth often have been alien to 
the heart of the One in whose name he was or- 
dained. 

I cannot call him Father Coughlin.

The column in which I first spoke of him as 
Mr. Coughlin was the one about Lent. Mr. 
Coughlin’s “Social Justice’ had suggested that 
the Jews would rob Christians of the consolations 
of Lent. I replied that, on the contrary, I would 
increase the days of Lent for Mr. Coughlin’s sake, 


that he might have much more time for peni- 
tence: to the end that when his time came he 
might be forgiven and kissed by the gentle Jew, 
Jesus, at the gates of Paradise. No! I would not 
take even one day of Lent from Christians. A 
long, long Lent, I said, for penitence and for resti- 
tution by justice, charity and all kindness. 

Mr. Coughlin’s “Social Justice” says: 

“If Mr. Segal were factual and fair to his read- 
ers he would contact the Jewish magazines which 
printed the articles advocating the abandonment 
of Lent by Christians. But because he is not fair, 
because he never will be fair, and because he 
belongs to a tribe who are notorious for the 
specimen of presentation which characterizes 
Segal’s article of April 4, he is one who is in- 
viting repercussions which will fall upon the 
heads of the said tribe as surely in America as 
they always have elsewhere.” 


I feel deeply pained by the sting of ingratitude. 
I wished Mr. Coughlin a happy reception in 
Paradise after a long penitential Lent, but in 
return his paper gives me dark warning of dread- 
ful things to fall upon my head ... “repercus- 
sions . . . as surely in America as they always 
have elsewhere.” 


Oh, I muse, he must mean that the same hor- 
rible afflictions will overtake Jews in America as 
in Germany ... concentration camps, exile, pa- 
groms, Gestapo, sudden death, denial of civil 
rights. 

Yet, though I feel hurt by this ingratitude, I 
am not frightened, I have so much faith in Amer- 
ica: It cannot happen here. A Coughlin may 
mouth threats but he cannot become a Goebbels; 
a Pelley may put on a silver shirt but he cannot 
become a Hitler. Not here! 

My faith in America is sustained by the record 
of American history: There was the time in the 
50’s when bigots and political crooks did all they 
could to bring down “repercussions” on the heads 
of Catholics. They were the Know-Nothing 
Party. On an anti-Catholic platform (it called for 
the stripping of civil rights from Catholics) they 
elected governors and legislators, even attempted 
to carry the nation in a presidential election. 

But, at long last, in this decent America the 
Know-Nothing Party became only a nightmare 
memory of our history; Catholics survived to be- 
come effective, respected citizens and civic leaders 
in every American community. 

In the recent 20’s the Ku Klux Klan lived awhile 
and died and its leaders were buried under the 
“repercussions” they had prepared for Catholics 
and Jews alike. 

It didn’t happen here then under the Ku Klux 
Klan and it can’t happen here now under a 
Coughlin. 

* * * 

All of this causes me to feel all the more that 
Mr. Coughlin needs a long, long Lent for peni- 
tence—penitence for having given falsehood and 
penitence for having fomented hate and penitence 
for having permitted threats to be spread against 
fellowmen. When, after a long Lent, he comes 
to Paradise for forgiveness, I shall be among the 
first to welcome him, if I am there. I shall take 
his hand and call him “father.” Z

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The editor’s chair, 

Although the progress of the 
. Nazi war machine to world domin- 
ation, and the gobbling up by the 
Hitlerites of new hundreds of 
thousands of Jews have a real ef- 
fect on us as Americans and as 
Jews, if you really want to get 
close to the cruelty and the horror 
that Hitler victories mean, then 
you should become acquainted 
among our refugee families. 

In a general way I am like you. 
I have my everyday work, I have 
my friends, my moments of real 
forgetfulness of the terrible world 
situation, but on the other hand 
I have many relationships among 
our refugees. And whereas I can 
forget completely even into my 
subconscious thoughts about the 
terrible scourge that is Hitler, 
these people can never, as long as 
Hitlerism is rampant, even for one 
moment remove him from their 
minds. 

Recently the Vienna Nazi au- 
thorities ruled that all Jewish 
families must have steamship 
tickets, in addition to the visas 
which most of them had already 
secured, in order to prevent their 
forcible removal to Lublin and the 
Ghettoes of Poland. Immediately 
there was the most frantic activity 
among the refugees as those with- 
out funds sought to secure the 
necessary $400 per ticket to assure 
their loved ones in Vienna against 
the horrors of the concentration 
camp. In Indianapolis alone, 
among the refugees, there were 
two nervous breakdowns. 

The other night, as I was leav- 
ing Kirshbaum Center, I ran into 
two of the kindliest persons I’ve 
known. The mother speaks so 
softly, that although you can hear 
her very clearly, you feel as if an 
angel is speaking. Both she and 
her husband have the softest look 
on their face, as if they were apol- 
ogizing even for being seen. 

And this harmless refugee 
couple have facing them a fear 
that exceeds any physical pain 
that might be inflicted. Their six- 
teen year old son is marooned in 
Budapést, and because it is impos- 
sible for him to get to a port of 
embarkation, he is past help from 
the emigration standpoint. 

He is in high school, a senior— 
a son as dear to his parents as 
any boy graduating this month 
from Shortridge, or South Side of 
Fort Wayne or Bosse High Schocl 
in Evansville. These parents—at 
least they have lived much of their 
lives, but their son, he is so young, 
and should have everything in 
front of him. What, they asked me, 
will happen to him? And will Hit- 
ler win? And many another quick 
question, none of which I could 
answer. 

Well, I guess you get- my mean- 
ing this time, and you can draw 
your own morals. 


State Jewish Welfare Group Indicated 


OL BLUMENTHAL, who has done such an ex- 
cellent job as head of the Indiana division of 
the National Resettlement Service, believes that 
a State Jewish Welfare Association to include 
communities already organized and communities 
that will organize as a result of the impetus of 
the new group, could effect any number of econ- 
omies, result in far more vital programs, and 
provide that integration of Indiana communities 
which is beginning to make itself felt in many 
ways. 

Mr. Blumenthal’s suggestion is as logical as 
combining all Indiana counties into a State. It 
has all the merits of combined thinking and 
combined action. 

In Indiana, Evansville, Fort Wayne, Lafayette, 
South Bend, Terre Haute and of course Indian- 


apolis already, have functioning welfare groups, 
and in the case of Indianapolis and Fort Wayne, 
paid directors devote all their time to the duties 
of their office. 


Organizations like the National Refugee Serv- 
ice, the Joint Distribution Committee, and the 
B'nai B’rith, and the State Sisterhoods have 
already grouped Indiana into one district and 
conduct a good many of their activities from a 
state-wide basis. The advantages of such modus 
operandi is evident. 

Mr. Blumenthal’s suggestion deserves more 
than passing attention. If enough interest is 
manifested, ground work for the organization 
can be laid during the summer and the actual 
functioning could begin no later than this fall. 


Responsibility of Daily Papers 


HE permission which daily papers give to 
writers in their letter columns to use a 

“pen name,” never based on very good logic, in 
these days seems to be totally unwarranted, and 
even dangerous. 

Writers of letters, like anyone else, should 
identify themselves. There never can be any 
valid ‘reason why a person who wants to get his 
opinion before the public, at the same time 
should refuse to give his views the authority of 
his name and his standing, unless there is some 
ulterior motive involved. 

The experience of the Cleveland paper, com- 


mented on here some time ago, indicates the care 
which newspapers must exercise if they are to 
give their readers honest opinion instead of de- 
liberate propaganda. In the Cleveland case, 
the letter writer did attach names, but they 
were names of persons that did not exist. 

The newspaper is clearly responsible. It not 
only should deny its columns to writers unless 
names are printed, but should check the name 
and address of these writers to determine wheth- 
er a hoax is being perpetrated, and the highly- 
prized freedom of speech being used by persons 
with malevolent intent. 


Will Indiana Homes Be Opened to Refugee Children? 


pe nians Jewish families should respond in 

numbers to the plea of the National Refugee 
Service for summer vacations for refugee chil- 
dren, which the Committee for Summer Place- 
ment for Refugee Children is trying to arrange 


throughout the nation. The news story in this 
issue says that, “Already more than 600 invita- 
tions have come in from private homes, farms, 
camps and country day camps. Two weeks in 


the country environment,” the article continues, 
“means more Americanization for these young 
people than two years of city life.” 

Well Indiana Jewry, you have the farms, and 
country homes, and the camps. Let’s see if we 
can’t open them to these children of our new 
Americans who, as you know, will have no va- 
cation whatsoever, unless they secure it through 
this means. The Post will be glad to transmit 
any invitations to the proper authorities. 


Current Comment 


Parade to Reno Discussed in The Jewish 
Transcript of Seattle, Wash.—Time was when di- 
vorces were rare among our people. Today they 
parade in increasing numbers to Reno and other 
divorce mills where the marriage knot may be 
legally untied. 

Rabbi Irving F. Reichert of Temple Emanu-El, 
San Francisco, in a recent sermon on this subject 
said: 

“One of the reasons that divorces were very 
rare among Jews was because religion was a 
powerful influence in the Jewish home. I wonder 
whether you know that according to Jewish law, 
a divorce could be granted on the most trivial 
grounds. If a husband didn’t like his wife’s ap- 
pearance, if he found her voice shrill or her per- 
sonality disagreeable or her conduct in any way 
disturbing to his domestic peace, he could get rid 
of her. It was easier, according to Jewish law, 
for a Jewish husband to divorce his wife than it 
is to get a divorce in Reno, and yet the number of 
divorces that occurred among Jews was so small 
as to be virtually insignificant. Why? Because 
religion played a very large part in home and 
family life. Religion in Jewish life was not a 
ritual practiced by a few representatives of the 
community on a Saturday morning. It was a 
force which touched every phase of the life con- 
tinually. Israel Zangwill once called Judaism not 
a religion but a glorified sociology. And do you 
know where Jewish children got their preparation 
and education for marriage? “They didn’t have to 
go to a forum to hear a psychiatrist or psycholo- 
gist or an educator discuss pedantically the 
physical, legal, ethical and the sociological impli- 
cations of marriage. They got their training for 
marriage in their homes. They got it as a part 

of the instruction that unconsciously, naturally; 


habitually flowed from the relations between hus- 
band and wife, child and parent in the home.” 
* * * 

What Happened to a Jewish Interne in Buenos 
Aires Hospital Described by Rabbi J. X. Cohen 
in an Article in The Congress Bulletin—In one of 
the large hospitals in Buenos Aires, of about 600- 
bed capacity, inerneships were annually awarded 
to graduates of the medical school with highest 
standing. The awards were always made with- 
out discrimination, until Nazism infected the pro- 
German directorate of the hospital. Deserving 
Jewish students were told not to apply, despite 
high rank. 

About three years ago one Jewish lad refused 
to withdraw his application; under the hospital 
rules he was given an interneship. All sorts of 
hazing followed, but he bravely hung on, obtain- 
ing a police permit to carry a revolver, for his 
life was threatened. One day several of the pro- 
Nazi internes ganged up on him, took away his 
gun and proceeded to punish him. Apparently 
they were under instructions not to inflict “visi- 
ble” punishment. So they dragged him into the 
X-ray room of the hospital and bound him on a 
table. Then the. X-ray machine was turned on 
him for sterilization! As the “non-visible punish- 
ment” proceeded he was urged to resign, but the 
boy held out. When he realized that his torturers 
were as much in deadly earnest as though he were 
in the torture chamber of a Munich Braunhaus, 
he consented to resign before the deadly rays had 
been too long applied. Two credible informants 
advised me, as we sat in the lounge of the City 
Hotel in Buenos Aires, my notebook filling up 
with this almost incredibly bizarre story, that 
there has been no Jewish interne in this hospital 
since.

the venom of Nazi hatred of th 
Jew. For the time being, tre 
France and the true French spitit 
of equality and fraternity and lip 
erty are forced to hide and to bow 
their head in shame for what js 
transpiring. But the time wil 
come when the forces of deceney 
and humanitarianism will cleanse 
the land of the evil which is be 
ing spewed out upon it by the new 
order. 

With this background of recent 
events in France, it is interesting 
to turn to the biographical study 
of Adolphe Cremieux, outstanding 
French citizen of the nineteenth 
century and ardent Jewish worker ; 
in the fight for increasing recog- 
nition of the rights of the Jew. 
It is well worth reading this ae 
count of events which have oe 
curred in the last one hundred 
years to refresh our minds with 
the steps that led to the establish 
ment of the Alliance Israelite Uzi-

Aside from the interesting 
details, it seems to me that the) 
story of Cremieux’ life is inspiring 
for its age old message of the 
Jewish will to live on a plane ap 
proaching all the fruitful possibili- 
ties of human existence in keeping 
with the promise of divinity which 
is in each one of us. This struggle 
for human dignity is very much 
part of the present pattern of life, 
and it is good to know that Jews 
have made their mark in this 
struggle.
